CQNaRESSMEN TAKE ACTION 


ON THE CASE OF ROBERTS 


Objections Will Be Made to His Being Seated on Ground of 


Ineligibility, Several Precedents for Unseating a 


Member Who Has Been Duly Elected 


Washington, Dec. 2.—At a conference 


Of about 25 prominent house Republi- 
cans held at the Capitol last night it 
was decided that the eligibility of Rep- 
resentative-elect Roberts of Utah to 
occupy a seat in the house of representa- 
tives should be investigated and de- 
termined, and that pending the decision 
he should not be permitted to take the 
oath of office. 


This decision was arrived at by those 


present without a disenting vote. Rep- 
resentative Taylor of Ohio, who will 
have charge qf t&« matter in the house, 
explained after the conference ad- 
journed, that this proceeding does not 
involve a pre-judgment of the case, but, 
Irrespective of party, will afford the 
members an oppbrtunity to vote after a 
thorough investigation and complete 
presentation of the case for their con- 
sideration. 


Mr. Taylor had made a study of-the 


allegations, and precedents and pre- 
sented them at length to his colleagues. 
He offered a plan of procedure, which 
was agreed to after a general exchange 
of views. 
The procedure is to b» as 


follows: 


When Mr. Roberts appears at the bar 


of the house to take the oath, objection 
is to be made upon the ground that he 
is ineligible. 
He will then step aside, 


and, 
after the other members are sworn 


in, the member making the objection— 
who probably will be Mr. Taylor—will 
recite tfie allegations and <*fer a resolu- 
tion for their inveatlgatten by a special 
committee. 
This will give the house 


an opportunity to vote to the first In- 
stance upon the question of postponing 
the administration ot the oath until 
after the allegation* have been In- 
vestigated. 


The resolution! hare not beak formu- 


lated yet. but they will Include the Uw 


vestigation of whether Mr. Roberts' al- 
leged conviction of violation of the Ed- 
munds act jn 1SS9 renders him ineligible 
by the terms of the act; whether the fact 
that he is an avowed polygamist renders 
him ineligible, and whether the state of 
Utah in electing him has not violated 
the compact by which aha obtained 
statehood. 


Mr. Taylor says the precedent for ob- 


jecting to the swearing In of a memjt>er 
duly elected and bearing proper cre- 
dentials are numerous and in point. 
Among others are the well-known case 
of Proctor Knott, Boyd Winchester and 
John M. Rice ot Kentucky, who were 
elected to congress shortly after the war, 
and also were charged with ineligtbility 
on the ground of disloyalty. All these 
precedents were oited at the conference 
last night. These precedents lead to the 
conclusion that objection caft be prbp- 
erly made to the swearing in of a mem- 
ber where there is apparently well 
grounded reasons for believing him In- 
eligible. The resolutions will provide 
for the appointment of a special com- 
mittee of either seven or nine, to be ap- 
pointed by the speaker. 


Representative Powers of Vermont

London, Dec. 2.—Though the uncer- 


tainty as to the exact results of the bat- 
tle of Modder River somewhat dampens 
the spirits of the British populace, they 
nevertheless look forward with confi- 
dence to the receipt of cheerful news 
from both Kimberley p.nd Ladysmith 
•qpthin afew'&ours. 


It is believed that Lord Methuen's 


forces, though sadly decimated prob- 
ably, have gone straightway on toward 
Kimberley, and the impression 4s gen- 
eral here that his army is at best prac- 
tically within hailing distance of the 
toesiaged diamond mines. 


It is likewise believed here that the 


relief of Ladysmith la at hand and pos- 
slbly even no*1.' consummated. 


A brief dispatch from Frere, under 


date of Tuesday last, states that Hlld- 
yard's advance not only had come in 
contact with the Boers at Colenso, but 
that British artillery and mounted in- 
fantry have prevented the blowing up 
of the bridge at that point, driving away 
a detachment of Boers who were at- 
tempting its destruction. If this is true 
we may Jjave at any moment news of 
heavy fighting near Oclenso, a battle 
possibly having alreaSy been fought. 


From the west the news is less definite, 


it being stated only that Methuen is 
understood to have moved forward Wed<- 
nesday and to have expected to join 
hands with the Kimberley garrison- to- 
morrow. 


From the absence of a definite state- 


ment as to the result of the engagement 
at Modder river on Tuesday it seems 
probable that it was indecisive and that 
further and beav,y fighting will have to 
be done before the relieving column 
reaches Kimberley. That the difficul- 
ties of the task on which it set out were 
underestimated is proved by the call for 
re-enforcements which , have been dis- 
patched to the extent of 2600 men, com- 
prising two battalions of Infantry, a 
battery of artillery and a squadroir of 
cavalry. Railway communication hav- 
ing been restored as far aa the Modder 
river, troops and supplies can be sent 
forward from Cape Town in a short time, 
the distance between the two points be- 
ing 644 miles. 


The statement attributed to General 


Methuen that he had fought the blood- 
iest battle of the century is manifestly 
an absurdity and seems to have been 
merely n.n inference from the officially 
communicated djspatch in which he de- 
scribed it as one' of the hardest and most 
trying fights in the annals of the British 
army. This does not signify heavy 
losses, but rather that the work -nas 
arduous and trying to the endurance of 
the troops which 10 hours under fire 
Without food or water, under a scorching 
sun would be. 


Fuller accounts are necessary before 


the exact circumstances of the action 
can be understood, none of the dis- 
patches being clear on any point except 
that the Boers were compelled to quit 
their position, and that the British force, 
owing to its arduous exertions during 
the day, was unable to follow up imme- 
diately whatever advantage it had 
-gained. 


Llutenant General Clarke, who, as al- 


ready announced, will command the 
Sixth division, .has seen much service 
in South Africa, particularly in the Zulu 
and subsequent wars. He has also held 
a number of high staff appointments 
at home, and is reputed to be a very 
capable officer. 


It is regarded as practically certain 


that Lord Methuen has been reinforced 
by half a uattallon of the Gordon High- 
landers, a regiment of cavalry and a 
battery of artillery, and that De Aar is 
being daily reinforced by troops to hold 
the lines of communication. 


On the Natal side General Buller haa 


organized the column for the relief of 
Ladysmitb. 
The Tugela having be- 


come, by the proclamation annexing the 
whole of Natal north of it, the southern 
boundary of the Free State on that side, 
!t is along that river that the Boerg will 
make their first stand. 


As was generally suspected at the 


time, all the sensational stories of hefevy 
fighting at L&dysmlth since Nov. 9 turn 
out to be untrue, the Boars having fol- 
Inwnrl th^lr traditional nnllrv of block- 
ade without assaulting. 
The losses 


during the same time of the British force 
in 1-adysmith are relatively trifling. ' 


Of the movements of General Gatacre, 


nothing has been heard since his re- 
ported occupation of Bushman's Hock, 
In the Stormbarg mountains, between 
Queenstown and Stormborg Junction, 
nor of General French, who has been or- 
ganizing a mounted column of cavalry 
and mounted infantry with horse ar- 
tillery for the invasion tt the Free State 
from the south.

During the 
month the bonded indebtedness of the 
government was decreased by the pur- 
chase of bonds amounting to about 
9,712,801. During tfce same1 time there 
was a decrease in the cash on hand of 
$3,175,100, which was used in bond pur- 
chases.

lut November Has Been Vesy Satisfactory to 


the Business World. 


New York, Dec. 2.—Bradstreet's says: 


Warm weather and a holiday have im- 
parted an appearance of irregularity 
and even 'dullness to some lines of dis- 
tributive trade",, completing a month 
which has been on the whole quieter 
than was the preceding month, but one 
which still <( makes satisfactory com- 
parison with a corresponding period a 
yew ago, when weather conditions par- 
ticularly favored distributive business 
in seasonable goods. The price situa- 
tion generally is apparently one of not- 
able Btrength in view of these condi- 
tions. Farm products, it is true, notably 
wheat and corn, have been weak and 
lower. Other cereals are stronger, how- 
ever.' Provisions have been lower, but 
lard has been steady. 


The situation in textiles has apparent- 


ly lost little in strength during the week, 
though raw cotton has suffered from a 
bear raid in domestic and foreign mar- 
kets on alleged estimates of heavy quan- 
tities being held back. Offsetting this, 
however, have tfeen advices that actual 
sales of cotton at Liverpool this week 
are the largest of the year. Cotton goods 
have been very strong, and the report of 
Fall River mills for the third quarter is 
of conditions the best since 1892. 


Woolen goods have been strong also, 


despite unfavorable 
weather. 
Raw 


wool has again advanced on heavy trad- 
ing, and price? at the latest London wool 
sale appear td have gained to a parity 
with recent advances here. 


Boots and shoes retain advances previ- 


ously noted and hides and leather are 
sympathetically strong. 


Iron and steel are even quieter than 


they were a week ago, with some shad- 
Ing of prices, more in the nature of re- 
adjustment, however, than of weakness. 
The feature has been the agreement 
upon iron ore prices, placing the price 
for the coming season nearly double that 
paid at the opening of the present sea- 
son. The present week witnesses an 
important departure in southsrn in- 
dustry, namely, In the manufacture o* 
Bteel. Other metals have been fairly 
firm, some fluctuation in sympathy with 
London prices 1-eicg noted in tin. 


A marked tendency toward 
higher 


prices for hardware is reported at a 
number of markets,. 


Coal remains strong in price. 
Jbe industrial situation has 


rather improved by the practical agree- 
ment upon a sliding scale system in the 
New England cotton manufacturing 
alstjlcts, resulting in a general advance. 
Some further advances in wages of rail- 
way employes and of glass workers are 
to be noted, and some strikes of coal 
miners have been settled. 


Business failures for November show 


a notable falling off from those of Oc- 
tober, or from those of November in any 
preceding year for five years past. Lia- 
bilities, however, owing to the occur- 
rence of a few large embarrassments 
not of any significance of general busi- 
ness conditions, are nearly double what 
thev were in October, but still consid- 
erately below those of November a year 
ago, and make even more favorable 
comparisons with the same month of 
preceding years. Re'latively the best 
showing, as regards comparison with 
November a year ago, is made by the 
southern states, while the heaviest in- 
crease in liabilities is found In the 
middle states group.

Fall Elver Operatives Get a Ten 


Per Cent Advance 


Pall River, Mass., Dec. 
2.— Better 


wages are to be paid the operatives in 
the print mills of this city. The manu- 
facturers Friday afternoon offered to 
increase the pay rolls by 10 percent, and 
to pledge their effort in behalf of a 
sliding scale in the hope of effectually 
checking any tabor troubles in the fu- 
ture. 
Last night, with the entire body 


of textile workers of this city in favor 
of 
the 
proposition, four of the five 


unions, representing a membership of 
10,000, voted unanimously to acqept 
what thsir employers offer. 
The agree- 


ment followed the voluntary inwease 
made by Mr. Borden of the Fall Itiver 
Iron Works companw, and its effect is 
far reaching. 
Not the least important 


part of the agreement is the clause 
which calls for the adoption of a sliding 
scale as a. means to equitably re-adjust 
the pa^ roll, which market conditions 
will make necessary from time to time. 
The following agreement was adopted 
at the conference: 


"It is agreed to recommend to our 


respective organizations an advance of 
10 percent on Dec. 11, 1899. No change 
In wages thereafter before July 1, 1900, 
and the sliding scale shall be imme- 
diately taken up and settled withib 60 
days previous to July 1, 1900." 


The conference was begun shortly af- 


ter noon in the rooms of the Mill Men's 
association. 
President Chase opened 


the session by stating that the manufac- 
turers had come to the conclusion, in 
view of the fact that the print cloth mar- 
ket was advancing and showing signs 
of an even firmer tone, that a raise in 
wages of 10 percent could be given the 
operatives at tne 6rfg1nal date set for 
the 5 percent advance to go into effect. 
They asked the members of the council 
to stand by the onglnal agreement, made 
one week ago, substituting, however, the 
words "10 percent" for the percentage 
named at that time. 
• The manufacturers, while not willing 
to admit that Matthew Borden's stand 
upon the wage question had 
forced 


their hand, admitted that they were 
disappointed at his action. 
They felt 


that he had not treated them justly. 
They had authentic information a few 
weeks ago, when the agitation for an 
Increase was begun, that Mr. Burden 
was opposed to the advance and. would 
fight against granting it.

KURSERT COOKERY, 


FOR THE BABIES. 


I 
By Christine Teihune Herrlck. 


(Continued from last week.) 


As I said, there is not much opportu- 


nity for the mother to exercise herself in 
the department of nursery cookery dur- 
ing the first six or eight months of her 
baby's life. This is her chance to accu- 
mulate knowledge for the future. When 
the baby reaches the age when he can 
have the addition of cereals to his food, 
there will be room enough and to spare 
for the mother to give attention to the 
preparation of these. Few and far be- 
tween are the maids who can be trusted 
to cook long enough or carefully 
enough the cereals that are to be given 
Into the charge of an infant's digestive 
organs. 


Among several other simple things that 


the most ignorant cook is supposed to 
know how to prepane^and never does- 
is oatmeal porridge. The oatmeal should 
be carefully selected in the first place, 
and those brands avoided that declare 
boldly on the wrapper that they need no 
more than from three to five minutes' 
cooking to fit them for the table. B'ellef 
and practice of this heresy are respon- 
sible for most of the ill-cooked cereals 
found on hotel and boarding tables, and 
even in private families. 


OATMEAL PORRIDGE. 


Put four heaping tablespoonfuls of 


fine ground oatmeal into a double boiler 
with three cups of warm water and a 
half teaspoonful of salt. Let it stand at 
the back of the stove overnight. In the 
morning, fill the outer vessel with boil- 
ing waterj move to the front of the stove 
and cook for from half an hour to an 
hour. Less cooking than the half hour 
it should never have. Beat It hard just 
before taking from the pot, and if it is 
too stiff to pour very readily, thin it 
with boiling water to the desired consist- 
ency. 
PORRIDGE OF CRACKED WHEAT 


OR GRITS. 


This porridge requires longer and more 


thorough cookery than even oatmeal. 
Like the latter, it should be cooked in a 
double boiler. Allow two cups of warm 
water to three tablespoonfuls of the 
cracked wheat, and let it boil steadily at 
the side of the stove for four hours. It 
should be cooked the day before it is to 
serve as a breakfast porridge, and 
warmed and salted to taste the next 
morning. 


Mothers make a mistake when they 


confine themselves too long to one va- 
riety of breakfast cereal, instead of al- 
ternating them. Both appetite and di- 
gestion are benefitted by the occasional 
change. 


While the cereals may be cooked in the 


same way for older children, as for in- 
fants, the latter should not eat them In 
the same fashion as the former. The old- 
er children need more starches and can 
digest a larger quantity of these than 
their baby brothers and sisters. Conse- 
quently their porridge may be eaten in 
equal proportions with the milk and 
cream, or there may even be less of the 
latter than of the former. With the little 
ones, but recently graduated from an 
entirely milk diet, the cereal should be 
given in smaller proportions. To begin 
with, it is often prudent to strain the 
porridge, which should have been made 
very soft in cooking, and to give the child 
what passes through the sieve, freed 
from the husks, which might irritate the 
Child's intestines. When he has become 
accustomed to the new article of food, 
the unstrained porridge may be added 
to the milk, in the proportion of a table- 
spoonful of the cereal to a half-pint of 
the mi Ik, and the quantity of the cereal 
may then be increased by slow degrees. 


A large variety of different kinds of 


foods is not desirable for a young baby. 
His palate has not yet become accus- 
tomed to many articles of diet and does 
not feel a craving for a succession of 
surprises—a craving that grows with 
years and cultivation and reaches its 
fullest development in the mature epi- 
cure. Still, it is beneficial to the child's 
health to have an occasional change in 
his bill of fare, and to substitute once in 
a while farina or rice porridge for the 
grits or oatmeal, watching carefully to 
see whether the Innovation causes the 
child discomfort or produces any other 
unusual effect. 
In all new departures 


in diet, the mother should be on the alert, 
and note for her own use and the benefit 
of the baby the results of even a slight 
change of food.

STEAMED APPLES WITH WHIPPED 


CREAM. 


Par.'' six large-sized fair apples \vhoi*, 


remove the core with an apple-corcr, 
arrange them on the bottom of a porce- 
lain lined kettle and add a. pint of water 
and cup of granulated sugar, cover tight- 
ly and cook until steamed through, but 
not broken. Serve them in fancy saucers 
with a spoonful of the syrup left from 
boiling and with whipped cream. Thia 
makes a nice Sunday dessert as they can 
be prepared the day before. 


JELLIED APPLES. 


Butter a deep earthen pudding dish 


and fill with alternate layers of sliced 
sour apples, sugar and cinnamon. Pour- 
over all about one-half cup of hot wa- 
ter, cover with an Inverted buttered' 
plate, and bake very slowly for about 
three hours. Let stand in the dish in 
which baked until cold. When turned 
out there will be a mass of clear,-red 
Slices of apple imbedded in jelly. Serve 
with cream and delicate crackers. A 
good deal of sugar should be used t&f 
form a firm jelly. 


APPLE SNOW. 


Two cups of strained stewed apple?! 


Whites of two eggs and one cup gran-l 
ulated sugar. Beat all together with* 
egg-beater till firm. Serve in individual 
glasses, piling whipped cream on top'iti 
liked.

Grain Left by Mound Builders 


.Sprouts and Grows.

"Wrapped up in this little grain ot 


corn is a germ of life that has re- 
tained its vitality over 3,000 years, 
though the life of a corn germ is but 
from five to seven years ordinarily. 
This kernel connects us with that un- 
known past of the Mississippi valley 
and Inclosed within its husk is con- 
vincing proof that King Corn has de- 
generated." Dr. Cullen, a scientist and 
a prominent medical man of Anderson, 
Intl., made this statement as he picked 
up an ordinary looking grain of yel- 
low corn from his table, says the St. 
Louia Post-Dispatch. Continuing his 
story, which is fully authenticated, he 
said: 


"Just south of Anderson, on the 


Dempsy Waggy farm, is being grown 
the most wonderful corn crop in the 
country. A few (of these grains have 
been put in touch with nature, after 
lying 3,000 years, and the result, I be- 
lieve, is the most remarkable demon- 
stration of vitality in the history of 
the world. The growing corn itself 
is a marvel. The field looks like a 
forest, and it will run from 150 to 200 
bushels an acre. 


"It will be remembered that when 


the excavations at Pompeii were be- 
gun some years ago a baker's shop 
was unearthed, and loaves were found 
in the oven that were still intact and 
that a few weeks later wheat was 
found in some old jars that had been 
heremetically sealed by the lava cov- 
ering them. Thus buried under strata 
impervious to the elements and kept 
perfectly dry the grain had laid since 
the lava from Vesuvius poured down 
and blotted out Pompeii and Hercu- 
laneum. 
Experiments made by the 


Royal „ Museum of England demon- 
strated* the fact that these grains had 
retained the germ of life, and when 
planted they sprouted and grew as 
if they had been the grain of the pre- 
vious harvest. 


"In opening the earth and stone 


works of the prehistoric peoples of this 
continent a great many pots of corn 
nave been found. "The receptacles in 
many cases have been hermetically 
sealed and when opened the grain look- 
ed as bright and 'lively' as if it had 
been put away but a few weeks Inn 
stead of for ages. But when experi- 
ments were made it was found the 
germ of life had departed from the 
grain. On the Waggy farm, however, 
corn is growing that is the descendant 
of a crop grown in Arkansas not less 
than 1,500 and possibly as much as 
4,000 years ago. I believe that, with 
the exception of the Pompeii wheat, 
this is the most remarkable growth of 
vegetation in history. 


"Three years ago I was- hunting in 


Arkansas. I was laid up with my com- 
panions several days at a point named 
Marked Tree. While I was there some 
archaeologists, who had been studying 
the mounds of the valley, arrived and 
began work at that point They made 
the usual findings and nothing more. 
There were many trinkets, and deeper 
were found bones of humans. In a her- 
metically sealed receptacle they found 
several skeletons and some jars of 
corn, which was not uncommon. The 
corn was carefully put away. The Jars 
were made airtight, either by the peo- 
ple who buried them or by the action 
of the surrounding substances. Like 
other corn which had been found, It 
was bright, dry, solid and 'lively.' Th« 
explorers confiscated this corn, but 
gave me a handful, which I wrapped la 
my handkerchief .and later threw int* 
my hunting outfit and brought home, 
where it lay over one winter. 


"The archaeologists estimated that 


th» remains which they uncovered at 
Marked Tree had'been Interred from 
2,500 to 3,000 years.- I do not know 
what became of the rest of the seed. 
but the next year the corft was turned 
over to Waggy and planted in one cor- 
ner of his field. It was a surprise when 
the tiny blades shot through the 
ground. The corn.grew marvelousljr 
fast, and as it developed It showed new 
marvels every day. When matured, the 
stalks reached 12 feet in height in some 
cases, and they, are as thick at the 
ground as a man's wrist 


"There are no leaves nearer than 


three feet from the ground. 
Three 


then shoot out They are heavy and 
long, resembling a- cactus leaf in some 
respects. About two feet farther up 
are the ears of corn. 
Many stalks 


bear six and none has fewer than four 
ears. At this rate the yield would run 
250 bushels. 


"Above the ears th«^ stalk continues 


three or four feet and Is capped by an 
elaborate tassel. The husks surround- 
ing the ears are heavy, and as the corn 
matures they break atfd curl back, re- 
vealing a firm, yellow grained ear. 
The groins are solid and exceptionally 
good for feeding. The roots of the 
plant are long and bury themselves 
deep' in the ground. While other corn 
suffered on account of the drought the 
prehistoric corn has been green and 
healthy. Viewing the crop, one can- 
not but be convinced that corn is de- 
generating, if this was the beginning 
of what we have today."

'AH dampness should be kept away 


from the bees during the fall and winter. 


Tarred paper makes a good lining for 


the bottoms to prevent mice from enter- 
ing. 


Each hire should haw a good bottom 


board, which should be planed smoothly 
and painted. 


Hives should be set about two Inches 


above the ground, with an embankment 
level in front. 


New combs that ar« pure wax and 


have not been used are not liable to be 
infected with worms. 


Worms will infest empty combs and 


utterly destroy them if away from the 
protection of the bees. 


Bees abhor being molested at night. 


No work can be done with them at that 
time with any satisfaction. 


If there is less than 25 pounds of honey 


in the hive at the end of the honey sea- 
son, feeding will be necessary. 


As much as possible avoid working 


with bees on cold, cloudy days. At that 
time they are more apt to be irritable. 


Honey that has been well ripened in 


the hive before being taken out is much 
better than taken out as soon as capped. 


If at any time a hive of bees is exam- 


ined and there Is not brood in all of its 
•tages, it is a sign that the queen is dead. 


A good fall flow of honey always places 


the bees in the best possible condition for 
wintering. Without it it is hard to keep 
the bees in condition.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic.

Incident! In the Late Rev. Dr. Rob- 


ert jLowry'a Career. 


The late Rev. Dr. Eobert Lowry'of 


Plainfield, N. J., the author and com- 
poser of religious songs, was born in 
Philadelphia in 1826 and at an early 
age entered Bucknell university at 
LewLsburg, Pa. At one time he was 
the pastor of the Bloomingdale Baptist 
church, New York city. Subsequently 
for eight years he was the pastor ofi 
the Hanson Place Baptist church, 
Brooklyn. In 1869 he became profess- 
•r of belles lettres at Bucknell univer- 
sity. Subsequently he was the chan- 
cellor of Bucknell university. After 
he moved to Plainfield there was a di- 
vision in the First Baptist church, and 
a new organization was formed, of 
which be became the pastor. This Jed 
to the erection of the Park Avenue' 
Baptist church at a cost of $40,000. Dr. 
Lowry was always active in Sunday^ 
school work and held tenaciously to 
the distinctive views of Baptists. 
' 


His melodies are sung in every Eng- 


lish speaking laud, and some of his 
hymns have been translated into for- 
eign tongues, says the New York Sun. 
He was once asked what was his meth- 
od of composition. His reply was: "I 
have no method. Sometimes the mu- 
sic comes and the words follow, fitted 
Insensibly to the melody. I watch my 
moods, and when anything good strikes 
me I jot it down, whether words or 
music, no matter where I am. Often, 
the margin of a newspaper or the back 
of an envelope serves my purpose. My 
brain Is a sort of spinning machine, I 
think, for there is music running 
through it all the time." Dr. Lowryj 
considered "Weeping Will Not Save 
Me" as tha most evangelical hymn he 
ever wrote. Seme of his best known 
pieces are: "Shall We Gather at the 
River?" "One More Day's Work For 
Jesus," "Where Is My Wandering Boy, 
Tonight?" "I Need Thee Every Hour", 
and "The Mistakes of My Life." 
' 


In 1880 Dr. Lowry spent four months 


In Europe. He took a prominent part 
In the Robert Raikes centennial in 
London. It is told of him that while 
In London he entered a church and 
took a seat near the door. Soon after- 
ward, as it happened, the congregation 
began to sing one of his hymns. A per- 
son in the audience discovered the com- 
poser, and he was led to the platform 
amid great enthusiasm on the part of 
the congregation. 
For a number of 


years past he held no charge, owing to 
the fact that he was very deaf. Occa- 
sionally, however, he was induced to 
preach. He devoted most of his time 
to composing hymns. It was his cus- 
tom to publish at Christmas and Eas- 
ter a series of hymns. He was mar- 
ried twice.

Mr. F. C. Selous, an explorer and a 


mighty hunter, who Is held in equal re- 
spect in the Transvaal by black men 
and whites, by British and by Boers, 
says in the London Times: "The great- 
er part of the personal charges made 
against the Transvaal Boers have, I 
believe, but small foundation, since, 
taken as a whole, they ore an eminent- 
ly quiet, sober and self contained peo- 
ple, but little given to brawling or 
bragging. I have some right to speak 
on such a matter, as I first went to 
South Africa in 1871 and in the follow- 
ing year came in contact with the 
Transvaal Boers. During more than 
20 years I have never met with any- 
thing but hospitality and kindness, and 
naturally I feel a great deal of sym- 
pathy for them. 


"Mr. Rider Haggard has told us that 


he found it impossible to go on living 
in the Transvaal amid the daily insults 
of victorious Boers, and be also tells 


How the Distribution of Food I* 


Being; Carried On. 


The following account about the re- 


lief work in Porto Rico is taken from a 
letter from San Juan, dated Nov. 10, 
says the New York Sun: 


"It is wonderful how well our forces 


are organized by our president, Colo- 
nel Hoff. We have had as many as 
400,000 indigents in our care at a time. 
Of these 20,000 were sick. Yef we have 
not had a single case of death by star- 
vation. It is a pity, however, tbat sucb 
an amount of energy should have to 
be expended in guarding against impo- 
sition. ~ 


"We are at< present distributing re- 


lief food on a different principle. We 
give to the planters rations for as 
many souls as live on his plantation. ' 
At the end of every week he pays the 
breadwinner one pound of provisions 
per day for each member of bis family. ' 
Thus a bachelor gets six pounds of 
provisions per week, while a married 
man with five children gets 42 pounds j 
a week. Besides this the planter has [ 
to give them a 'good' (bono) for their 
wages to be paid later on—the planters 
have no money now—and the laborer 
gets a piece of ground 100 feet square 
to plant on, the first crop be gathers 
therefrom being his own. 


"In this way the poor planter, who 


is supposed to have lost all his crop 
in the hurricane, is able to hire labor 
and repair the damage done to his 
property. We have already had ap- 
plications for this arrangement from 
2,500 planters. It may be interesting 
to you to know that we give out (Issue) 
200,000 pounds of food daily."

as tbat Boers look upon Englishmen 
with contempt and consider them to 
be morally and physically cowards. I 
traveled slowly through the Transvaal 
by bullock wagon shortly after the re- 
trocession of the country in 1881 and 
visited all the farmhouses on my route. 
I met with no Insults nor tbe least in- 
civility anywhere nor ever heard any 
boasting about Boer successes over 
our troops, though at that time I un- 
derstood and spoke the 'Tal' well. 


"In common with all who really 


know the Boers, who have lived among 
them and not taken their character at 
secondhand, I have always been struck 
by their moderation in speaking of 
their victories over our soldiers. As for 
tbe Boers having a contempt for Eng- 
lishmen as individuals, tbat is non- 
sense. They hate the British govern- 
ment, and, knowing their history, I for 
one think they have ample reason for 
doing so, but the individual English- 
man that they know they take at bis 
real value. 


"One of the troubles of the present 


situation In tbe Transvaal is tbat the 
uitlander population of Johannesburg 
is in its sympathies, its mode of life 
and all its hopes and aspirations as 
wide as the poles asunder from the 
pastoral Boers, with whom it never 
mixes and whom it therefore does not 
understand. 
Through arrogance and 


ignorance Great Britain lost her Amer- 
ican colonies," Mr. Selous concludes, 
"and if arrogance and ignorance pre- 
vail in tbe present conduct of affairs In 
South Africa history will repeat itself 
in tbat country."

STEAMSHIPS OFTHE FUTURE 


Prediction About Pacific 


Made by Georgre W. Dickey. 


George W. Dickey, manager of tha 


Union Iron works of San Francisco, 
during a speech at the recent banquet 
of the Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers in New York city, 
made a noteworthy prediction in re- 
gard to the future development of the 
Iron shipbuilding industry of the Pa- 
cific coast, says the New York Herald. 


"About 25 years ago," said Mr. Dick- 


ey," "I said to some friends of mine, 'It 
won't be many years before we are 
building iron ships on tbe Pacific coast.' 
My friend Irving Scott heard of this 
some time later, and he is said to have 
made this comment: 'I always knew 
Dickey could tell a mighty good story, 
but this time he* has gone way beyond 
the bounds of reason. Why, It's ab- 
surd.' 


"Now I'll make another prediction," 


continued Mr. Dickey. "I believe that 
within a few years we shall be build- 
ing steel ships on the Pacific coast with 
nearly'200 feet of length for each thou- 
sand miles they have to travel—that la, 
ships at least 1,000 feet long. Trans- 
atlantic ships have reached these pro- 
portions, and I believe Pacific ships 
will soon do tbe same thing." 


A prominent naval architect of New 


York, who was present at the society's 
dinner, said that he fully believed in 
the soundness of Mr. Dickey's predic- 
tion. "Mr. Dickey knows pretty well 
what he Is talking about," said he. 
"The fact that he really deserves tbe 
credit of designing the battleship Ore- 
gon gives welgUt to bis present opfr- 
1*3.''

TO BE A HIGHWAY OP HISTOET. 


It In to Be Tree to All and Will Be 


Seventeen JIl!c» Long and Two 
Hundred and Fifty Feet Wide—Sac- 
Cegtians For Sirnctnre» Alans the 
, Route. 
The beginning of tbo twentieth cen- 


tury will witness the construction of 
a national boulevard which, when 
completed, will connect Washington 
and Mount Veruon. In 18S8 congress 
made au appropriation of §10,000 for 
tbe preliminary survey of the route. 
President Cleveland not only signed/ 
the bill, but before its enactment in- 
terested himself In the measure. Sec- 
retary Endicott detailed Colonel Peter 
C. Hains of the war department to 
make, the survey, and when the report 
was made Secretary Endicott indorsed 
It and advocated the passage of other 
appropriations to begin the work. The 
legislature of Virginia granted "a char- 
ter to the Mount Vernon Avenue asso- 
ciation and soon after transferred to 
the association a claim against tbe 
government for $120,000, with the un- 
derstanding that when the money was 
collected It should be used in the con- 
struction of the boulevard. 


The Mount Vernon Avenue associa- 


tion recently met In Alexandria and 
elected a board of directors, who re- 
eolved to resume this work as soou as 
the board elects officers, early in 1000. 
The Washington end of this highway 
will be the western entrance to the 
capital building. 
The line will run 


through the Mall, south of the White 
House, and near the monument to the 
Potomac at the western terminus of 
New York avenue. It will cross the 
Potomac over the yroposed memorial 
bridge which will unite the capital 
with Arlington, the home of Lee, and 
now the Arlington National cemetery. 


On tbe Virginia shore the boulevard 


will follow the course of the Potomac 
to Alexandria and from thence to 
Mount Vernon on the exact line over 
which Washington traveled from his 
home to Alexandria when he was an 
attendant of Christ church in that city, 
and In which his high back pew is still 
pointed out to tourists. 
When this 


boulevard is completed In accordance 
with the proposed- plans, It will belong 
to the nation. The distance of this 
highway will be 17 miles, the width 
250 feet. This distance will be sub- 
divided Into as many sections as there 
are states and territories. 
Each of 


these section? will be named for a state 
or territory, and such state or territory 
to be honored will be asked to contrib- 
ute to the beauty of the boulevard in 
whatever manner shall be decided upon 
by legislative enactment. 


Whatever trees or shrubs are plant- 


ed along any reservation will be takea 
from the soil of the state the name of 
which ia applied to the reservation. 
If there shall be monuments or col- 
umns or arches, as there will be prob- 
ably In the course of time, they will be 
constructed from material taken from 
the mines or quarries of states and ter- 
ritories honored by having sections 
named for them. It has been suggest- 
ed that each state shall erect a statue 
of its most distinguished citizen. The 
traveler over this highway will thus 
find In a short distance a mute history 
of the United States, giving him In a 
short journey a conception of the scope 
of the country which he could obtain 
in no other way without time and ex- 
pense. It will be an avenue of the sto- 
ry of the country. 


The proposed boulevard will be free" 


to all. Its general construction will re- 
quire an army of laborers, but its com- 
pletion In accordance with what is out- 
lined can only be accomplished when 
there shall be no more history to make. 
The possibilities of the beauty of such 
a highway can scarcely be computed. 
Since it has become known that the 
work is to be pushed suggestions mul- 
tiply daily. One is that a monument 
shall follow the completion of the bou- 
levard proper, in the cornerstone of 
which shall be placed the name of ev- 
ery man employed In tbe highway's 
construction. 


Some of th^ feuggestious are fanciful, 


of course. That which proposes a pan- 
theon somewhere along the line in 
which shall be-gathered the remains of 
each president Is one. This plan pro- 
vides that each succeeding president 
shall find sepulture here when his life's 
work is done. The suggestion to have 
statues of the military and naval he- 
roes grouped in a temple constructed 
upon a field to contain reproductions 
of all the appliances of warfare in the 
history of the country is being dis- 
cussed. There have been suggestions 
from those favorable to the Idea of ex- 
pansion that somewhere along the 
route tbere shall be something—not 
yet defined—which will convey to the 
mind of the citizen of other years -the 
effort of this government to civilize 
and elevate the peoples of the colonial 
possessions. 


An enthusiastic member of the 


Mount Vernon Avenue association said 
to a New York Sun reporter: 


"Before the close of 1900 the country 


will witness the beginning of the na- 
tional boulevard. Already we have re- 
ceived letters from people in many 
states offering to agitate the movement 
as soon as we, shall Indicate wnat is 
wanted. Capitalists have sent word 
they may be relied upon, and the mo- 
ment we get fairly under headway the 
student, artist, sculptor and artisan of 
tbe United Scales will come In, for this 
highway will be an academy of honor 
for the exhibit of their work the like 
of which no nation on earth can ever 
hope to surpass or even try to Imitate."

CLAIMED HOME WAS HERE 


Bennington County Suicide Said Mother 


Lived in This City 


Word haa been received here that 


Frank Hart, a mifldle-aged/'nian who 
said he came from this city and that he 
had a raothar living here, waa found 
dead in a barn owned by William Por- 
ter in Bondviile, Bennington county, 
Vermont, last Wednesday morning. His 
death was caused by poison which he 
had taken, after having threatened to 
kill a woman in a dispute with her. and 
fleeing from arrest in Jamaica, seven 
miles from Bondviile. 


Hart went to the Porter house' Tues- 


day about 1 o'clock when Mrs. Porter 
was alone. He appeared strangely and 
Mrs. 
Porter became afraid of him, 


though she said she didn't know 
•n nether he was intoxicated or not. 
About 3 o'clock he went out of the 
house and she bolted the door. He tried 
to come in, found the door fastened and 
asked through the window if he might 
go to the barn and stay, saying that he 
was very sick. 


He went to'the barn and when Mr. 


Porter came home about dark he heard 
groans from the barn but did not go to 
investigate. When he went into the 
house his wife told him what had oc- 
curred, but he did not go near. About 
9 o'clock Mrs. Porter heard some one 
calling. Porter went t^ the door and 
Hart was calling for water. Porter 
carried him a two quart dipper of 
water and says the sick man drank it 
all. 
Hart told him he had taken Paris 


green and that he took a bottle full of 
laudanum the night before without any 
effect. 


Porter told his wife on going to the 


house that the man couldn't live an 
hour, yet they went to bed without 
notifying the authorities or doing any- 
thing about the matter. Wednesday 
morning Hart was dead and Porter 
notified the overseer of the poor, who, 
with the health officer, went to the 


oro and found the body as Portsr had 


said. 


Hart must have suffered terribly as 


the hay around the body was trodden 
hard as though he pad thrown himself 
from side to side in his-agony, but there 
were no indications that he had vomit- 
ed there. 


It was afterwards learned that Hart 


had boarded with a family named 
Emery in Jamaica, and that Tuesday 
he quarreled with Mrs. Emery about 
payment, choking her and threatening 
to kill her. An officer was sent for, but 
arrived a few minutes after Hart had 
fled.

Hart was a man about 35 or 40 years 


of age, of sandy complexion. His face 
was disfigured from smallpox. He was 
a rough fellow.' While living in Wes- 
ton he was arrested and as he could not 
pay his fine he was released on his 
promising to send the money «nd it.is 
said he had sent part of it. He claimed 
to have a mother living:'here, and also 
two brothers in FitehbUrg. Emery says 
Hart wrote his mother and brothers at 
different times but receiveed no an- 
swers to his letters. 


Investigation here failed to find any 


trace of Frank Hart here, although 
there are several families of that name 
who have lived here: It is remembered 
by some that a man of that name anc» 
of the character described was here for 
a short time.

His battery is doing duty at the gov- 
ernment general's palace, and Mr, 
Hosford is one of Gen. Otis' orderlies. 
This, the letter says, is "one of the 
greatest snaps on the whole island."

tary affairs here as we know them, 
because I am liable to get Into trouble 
if this letter should be censored." Mr. 
Rosasco's battery is doing police duty, 
which seems to be dangerous work 
from the descriptions he gives of the 
way In which outpost guards are often 
attacked and murdered at night by the 
treacherous natives. 
In speaking of 


the way in which home news is re- 
ceived he says, "I have received the 
Transcript right along, except a couple 
which were lost in the wreck of the U. 
S. A. transport Morgan, which was 
wrecked on the coast of Japan a short 
time ago."

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Death of a Weil-Known Minister 


Eev. George Colfax Baldwin, of Troy, 


one of the best known ministers in this 
section of the country and known here, 
where he has preached, died Wednes- 
day evening after a lingering illness. 
Seven years- ago Dr. Baldwin BUff&red 
greatly from an attack of nervous 
prostration, and although he partly re- 
covered he fell an easy victim to a 
severe cold in the spring of 1898 and 
nervous exhaustion resulted. 
Weak- 


ness became debility, and the end Wed- 
nesday evening was not unexpected. 


Dr. Baldwin waa a Baptist minister 


being pastor of-the First Baptist church 
in Troy, from 1844 to 1885. Realizing 
that he was growing old and that he 
would be unable longer to meet the 
requirements of a large and constantly 
growing congregation, Dr. Baldwin re- 
signed. After ceasing regular work in 
the pulpit which he had so long honor- 
ed, Dr. Baldwin preached as a supply 
wherever he was asked when he was 
physically able. 


Dr. Baldwin had a large list of mar- 


riages. 
During his time he married 


over 2,800 couples, and also officiated at 
over 2000 funerals. 


Flaw in Eight Hour Law 


A flaw In the so-called eight-hour 


law, 
which was enacted by the last 


legislature, which the supreme court is 
unable to correct, became known yes- 
terday at a hearing before Judge La- 
throp in Worcester. The hearing was 
on a petition for a writ of mandamus 
brought by several citizens of Worces- 
ter against the board of aldermen, to 
compel the respondents to place on the 
official ballot the question whether or 
not the citizens of that city favor the 
eight-hour system of labor. The court 
read the statute, and said that inas- 
much as nothing was said with refer- 
ence to the time it should be given to 
the voters of the city or town for their 
acceptance it was unable to grant the 
prayer of the petitioners to compel the 
board of aldermen to put the question 
on the official ballot. The only remedy 
the court said, was to amend the stat- 
ute so that it should state when the 
voters should pass on the question.
